CARRIED OUT 


ALLEGED ROBBERS CATCH A 
TARTAR 
’ RESOURCEFUL INSPECTOR 


A story alleging that two Chi- 
nese went to rob a shop in Cheung 
Chau, but caught a tartar instead, 
was unfolded at*.the Criminal 
Sessions this morning to his Honour 
the Puisne Judge (Mr. Justice J. R. 

_ Wood). : 

In connection’ with the incident 
two men were this morning ar- 
raigned before his Lordship on a 
charge of assault with the intent to 
rob, and another two were’ charged 
with being accessories” after the 
fact—in that they were said 40 have 
assisted the first two men after the 
alleged crime had been committed. 

The prisoners who entered a plea 
of "Not guilty” and " who were ‘not 
legally represented . were 
Ming-ying alias Chan Kwai, Lam 
Yip-kwong, Li Wing-yip and Lam 
Kat-cheung. 

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, Assis- 
tant Crown Attorney, prosecuted, 

The jurors empanelled were 
Messrs. E. G. N. Grimble (fore- 
man), W.S, Hillier, A. M. Alarakia, 
Thomas Wong, A.C, Ellis, A. W. 
Smith and N. Volkoff. 


“Good Business"—Not Quite 
‘Outlining the case, the Assistant 


Crown Attorney said thut the four] | 


men were charged with two dif- 
erent offences, and it would be his 
duty to satisfy the jury beyond any 
reasonable doubt in the case of the 
last two prisoners. 


The first two men were eared 


with the assault which was com- 
mitted with the intent to rob a shop- 
keeper in Cheung Chau on the night 

. Of January 12. The other two were 
charged with assisting the first two 
prisoners after knowing that the 
crime had been committed. 

On the night in question, the 
shop-keeped, Li Chang, was in his 
shop; the doors of which had been 
closed. Somebody knocked at the 
door and called out “Chang Pak,” 
(Uncle Chang) and said that he was 
desirous of making a purchase. 

Thinking that a customer had 
asked for admittance and probobly 
a good and profitable business was 
waiting, Li Chang opened the door 
to admit the man. . 

“No Fear Of Death 

No, 1 prisoner entered and asked 
for joss papers and candles, and just 
at that moment the No. 2 prisoner 
alao entered.. There was also a2 
third man whom the shop-keeper 
could not Identify and the Police 
could not offer any evidence against 
the man. 

Showing . themselves. in thelr 

“true colours,”. the two men asked 
for $100, and when Li Chang told 
them that. he did not keep such a 
worldly sum, the first prisoner pro- 
duced a revolver ‘as a gentle per- 
suaaive. -Not to be intimidated, 
Li Chang closed up with his'man 
and a struggle ensued. 
' The No, 2 prisoner then took a 
hand. ' He also produced another 
revolver and told Li Chang that he 
would shdot to kill if he did not

1. Honam Island—Fongtso: this road 
runs through the heart‘of Honam 
Inland, and when the erection of 
the Chu-Kiang Bridge is com- 
pleted, cars and rikishas may run 
directly from ‘Waisun.Maloo to Kee 
Nap-chuan (Cherith Village) in 
the suburbs of Honam. 

. Honam—Fung Wang Kiang: this 
road connects the ist section of the 
Whangpoa—Sunchow line, and-on 
its completion one can reach 
Whangpon by cars. 

. Fung On Kiu—Nam Shek Tao: 

‘ this forma a bund along the praya 
of the Honam Island. 


Prospective Roads 
Four roads are being planned for:— 


1,. Kuan Yum Ta Hong—Tung Tech 
* Maloo; which wil begin from Sap 
Yat Pao to Shakee with a length 


of 1,700 feet and a breath of be 


feet. 


» Chap Sun—Ma Peng Malou, which 
will be the longest road, hav- 
ing a length of over 10,000 feet, 
It will facilitate communication be- 
tween Tungshan and Shaho. 

‘3. Shaho Cars Station Maloo, which 
will extend along the eastern 
suburb of the city with a length of 
120 feet and a breath of 80 feet.

Contrary to the authorities” first 
expectation, ,reportss the Japan 
Times, the exodus of specie sinc 
the removal of gold embargo in 
Japan appears to be quite a posi- 
tive and persistent one, the gross 
amount of the specie that has 
moved out in the course of but a 
fortnight aggregating no less than 
thirty-two million yen. ~ 
The motives of the foreign banks 
exporting species are generally 
attributed to those bankers’ specula- 
tive desire to- profit margins 
through the transactions. Ace 
cording to the latest New York 
despatch, the exchange rate in New 
York, stands at $49 3/16 whereas 
the rate in this country is $49%4. 
The foreign banks exporting the 
under.these cir- 
cumstances could fairly calculate 
on a profit of 6/16 that is, over 
Y.100,000 worth of specie ex- 
ported. The Japanese economic ex- 
perts call the Government’s atten- 
tion to the above fact and suggest a 
more practical measure for curbing 
the undesirable situation.

IRONSIDES. RETREAT 


' Rebels Said to Be in 
Poor Condition . 


SENSATIONAL REPORTS 
. Canton, Saturday, 

Our representative learns to-day 
from the H.G. of the Canton Gar- 
rison the facts of the Ironsides’ 
invasion into Kao-lu, a diatrict in 
the southern part of Kwangtung, 
opposite the Hainan {sland. It ap- 
pears that a battalion of the Iron- 
sides under the command of Gen. 
Li Hung-wung of the 4th Division 
of Chang Fa-kuel’s army penetrat- 
ed-a' week ago Into the district 
through Lien Shan and advanced 
as far south as:they dared, but 
learning that. the Cantonese troops 
in Kwangai at Watlam, which is only 
about 25 miles from the border of 
‘Kwangtung, were about to move 
towards Lien Shan to cut their com- 


munications, they beat a hasty re-|: 


treat to Kwangsi on February 10. 


. Morale at Low Ebb 

Tt is learned that the Ironsides 
disarmed several hundred of the 
local militia, many of whom they 
impressed into 'their service. The 
rebels were in very poor condition; 
they. were till. wearing light 
uniforms, were very shabby in ap- 
pearance and showing unmistakable 
signs of being poorly fed, 

Reports from Kao-lu suggest that 
the morale of the rebels is at a 
very low ebb; that, although well 
supplied with riffes, they were 
short of ammunition; and that, ac- 
cording to information gleandd 
from the non-commissioned officers, 
Chang Fa-kuei hag still about 5,000 
men under his command, not count- 
ing the usual camp followers and 
coolles. 

At’ the present moment, there are 
no rebel forces on Kwangting soll, 
although Hong Kong sources would 
intimate that the Ironsides were 
manoeuvring in Southern Kwang.

HSINWAH SOLD 


Disaster on Waglan 
Recalled 


The wreck of the China 
Merchonts’ S.N. Co.'s steamer 
Hsinwah, which, it will be recalled, 
went ashore on Waglan Island early 
in the morning of January 16, 1929, 
and sank with the loss of over 400 
lives, was sold on Saturday by public 
auction aot the Sales Rooths, of 
Messrs. Hughes and Hough, Ltd., 5, 
Queen’s Road, Central. ' 

The steamer was built in 1921, 
by Napier and Miller, Ltd., of Glas- 
gow. Her length is 270 feet, 
breadth 40 ft. 2 ins, and depth 20 
ft. 8.5 inches. . Gross tonnage is 
2,055 tons, and net tonnage 1,358 
tons, She was en route from 
Swatow io Hong Kong at the time 
of the wreck. 

It was explained that the sale in- 
cluded only the hull, engines, bunker 
coal, and ship’s gear. . Luggage and 
cargo was not included, and in the 
event of the ship being rafsed must 
be returned to the’ owners. Alao, 
all permits for blasting, etc., must 
be obtained by the buyer. Con 
ditions of sale were strictly cash. 
There was no reserve figure, the 
auctioneer stating that the ship 
must be sold.

KAYE DON TO ATTAIN 250 MILES 


“AN HOUR? 
WONDERFUL ENGINES 


Rugby, Yesterday. 


The racing. motorlat, Kaye Don,’ 


is leaving London for’ Daytona, 
Florida, next week In preparation 
for an attempt to beat the exist- 
ing world speed record, of 231 
miles hourly, held by Sit Henry 
Segrave. - 

Don {is exremcly satisfied with 
the Silver Bullet car, specially 
constructed at the Sunbeam 
Works, Wolverhampton, for’ the 
attempt. It is remarkably deslgn- 
ed, among its features being an 
alr brake resembling an aeroplane 
rudder, with which the car will 
be slowed down before the ordin- 
ary brakes are applied, thus re- 
dueing the akid danger.. It also 
ice-tank, through which 
water will pass to Prevent over- 
heating: ° 

The car has two titolvorapltnden 
engines running at the remark- 
able rate of 4,000 revolutions per 
minute. Each engine wefghs less 
than 1,000 pounds, yet each deve- 
lops 2,000 horse-power an en- 
gineering achfevement ’ never be- 
fore equalled. 

Don saya that the bench tests 
show that the car can do 278 
miles an ‘hour, but he expects to 
lose 25 miles an hour In trayel- 
ling, and will be satisfled with 
240 or 250 miles at Daytona.—Bri- 
tish Wireless Service.
